In  Australia,  Tattersall's  is  the  only  Club  to  offer  the 
event.

In  this  country  Black  Tie  Boxing  might  be  a 
phenomenon  that  has  been  kept  exclusive  to  Tattersall's, 
but  in  England  it's  a  Gentleman’s  Club  tradition  that  goes 
back  200  years.  Amateur  boxing  is  itself  time-honoured, 
dating  back  as  an  original  Ancient  Greek  Olympic  sport. 

Gladiators.  Sprinters.  Fair  fighting.  Many  have  tried  to 
pin  the  appeal  of  amateur  boxing,  a  speed-paced  3x3 


minute  rounds  instead  of  the  endurance  10x3  minute 
rounds  of  professional  boxing. 

Amongst  amateur  boxers,  Tattersall's  Black  Tie  Boxing 
has  become  known  as  a  good  build  up  event  towards  the 
2000  Olympics.  Dual  Olympian  Justin  Crawford  and  Lee 
Trautsch  are  just  two  Olympians  who  have  fought  it  out  in 
the  Tatt's  ring.  Dave  Burchill,  the  Australian  Welter  Weight 
and  Middle  Weight  Champion  from  93  to  96  is  another  title 
holder  who's  taken  up  the  challenge  before  Tattersall's 
Members.  Now,  as  a  Club  Professional,  he  is  training  them 
and  developing  their  own  boxing  skills  in  the  new 
Boxercise  Class. 

In  the  other  half  of  his  life  Dave  works  with  Team  Fenech 
training  up  five  pro  fighters  aiming  for  world  titles. 

Following  a  brilliant  evening  of  Black  Tie  Boxing  on  7 
May,  bookings  are  already  being  taken  for  Friday  15 
October.  If  the  success  of  the  Black  Tie  Boxing  is  anything 
to  go  by  -  you'd  better  be  quick  to  book.

Bledisloe  blood 

John  Sales  talks  about  why  this  trans-Tasman  Cup  must  not  be  missed 


Wallaby  Captain  John  Bales  is 
thinking  about  this  photo: 
one  metre  high  of  Bledisloe 
Cup  history  in  his  hands. 
He  goes  quiet  a  moment.  "I  guess  I  was 
feeling  just  a  lot  of  satisfaction,"  John 
offers.  "As  a  team  we  strove  to  be 
successful  and  we  were  very  satisfied 
that  we  achieved  what  we  set  out  to  do." 
It  is  the  controlled  understatement  of 
a  Captain. 

This  moment,  1  August,  1998,  was 
the  first  time  Australia  had  won  the  Cup 
on  New  Zealand  soil  since  1949.  It  was 
also  only  the  second  time  Australia  had 
managed  to  snag  the  cup  from  the  Kiwis. 

Since  New  Zealand  Governor  General 
Lord  Bledisloe  first  donated  the  Cup  in 
1931,  the  All  Blacks  have  regularly 
whipped  the  Wallabies.  It's  been  an 
annual  sticking  point  that  has  built  up  the 


challenge  and  the  culture  that  surrounds 
Cup.  For  years  the  All  Blacks  have  turned 
up  for  Cup  matches  and  done  the  Haka 
in  the  face  of  the  Wallabies.  "Really,  it's 
not  an  issue,  it  doesn't  psyche  you  out," 
swears  John.  "But  for  an  Australian  from 
year  to  year  it's  always  been  our  biggest 
game  and  biggest  challenge,"  he  admits. 

This  year  John  Bales  won’t  be 
captaining  the  Wallabies  through  the 
Cup.  His  shoulder  is  injured  and  the 
thought  of  missing  out  kind  of  sticks  in 
his  gullet.  "I'm  so  used  to  running  on  the 
field  for  them  it  will  be  frustrating,"  he 
says.  But  one  thing’s  for  sure,  like  the 
thousands  of  Rugby  fans  he'll  be 
watching. 

On  Friday  27  August  Tattersall's  will 
also  be  paying  homage  to  the  Cup 
with  a  special  Bledisloe  Luncheon.

1 0  questions  to  Justin  Miiier,  Managing 
Director,  Sotheby’s. 


1.  Your  first  investment? 

At  the  age  of  14, 1  bought  a  blue  and 
white  Jasperware  Wedgewood 
ashtray  from  a  small  shop  on  the  north 
coast  of  New  South  Wales.  Curiously, 

I  have  never  been  a  smoker. 

2.  Your  most  prized  piece? 

A  remarkably  elegant  pair  of 
Biedermeier  armchairs  circa  1820 
crafted  In  birch  wood.  These  were 
purchased  from  a  Sotheby's  auction  in 
Austria  in  the  late  1970s  and  brought 
out  to  Australia  by  the  David  Jones  Art 
Gallery. 

3.  People  should  be  investing 
in«... 

Australian  Colonial  furniture  from  the 
pre-gold  rush  period.  Prior  to  the 
1 850s,  there  were  fewer  cabinet 
makers  in  Australia  and  a  great  deal 
more  cedar,  huon  pine  and  blackwood 
from  which  to  select  prize  cuts  of 
timber.  Historically,  Colonial  furniture 
has  performed  very  well  prior  to 
periods  of  significant  celebration  in 
Australia,  namely  the  150  year 
celebrations  in  1 938  and  the 
Bicentennial  celebrations  In  1988. 
With  150  year  celebrations  in  1938 
and  the  Bicentennial  celebrations  in 
1 988  With  the  run  up  to  both  the  turn- 
of-the-century  and  the  Olympics,  I  feel 
Colonial  furniture  will  again  increase 
dramatically  In  value  during  the  late 
1990s. 

4.  The  period  we  could  have 
done  without? 

English  furniture  production  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  19th  century.  Late 
Victoriana  is  often  characterised  by 
rather  over-the-top  furniture 
production.  What  many  people  do  not 
realise  is  that  furniture  was  produced 
in  massive  quantities  at  this  time  so 
the  ubiquitous  balloon  back  chairs  and 
extension  dining  tables  are  perhaps 
not  as  rare  as  we  are  sometimes  led  to 
believe.  Furthermore,  with  mass 
production  much  of  the  craftsmanship 
was  a  great  deal  less  skilled  than  the 
workmanship  of  periods,  namely 
Georgian,  Regency  and  William  IV. 


5.  The  one  piece  you  covet 
most  for  your  collection? 

A  large  swirling  seascape  by  John‘ 
Peter  Russell,  Australia's  lost 
Impressionist. 

6.  The  collection  you  most 
admire? 

The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  New 
York.  This  Is  surety  the  most  exciting 
collection  in  the  world.  When  I'm  in 
New  York  I  love  wandering  in  at  1 1  on 
weekday  mornings  and  joining  up  with 
expert  curator's  tours  through  their 
particular  fields  of  interest.  In  recent 
years  I  have  looked  at  collections  as 
diverse  as  15th  century  English 
armour  and  18th  and  19th  century 
Indian  paintings. 

7.  The  buy  you  wish  you’d  made? 

Looking  at  recent  sales  by  Sotheby's 
International  Realty,  I  guess  I  would 
have  to  say  a  beach  house  in  Whale 
Beach  (NSW)  about  10  years  ago! 

8.  The  most  important  rule  of 
bidding  at  auction? 

Get  carried  away  regularly.  You  only 
live  once! 

The  investment  of  the  future? 

This  is  a  big  question.  I  think  that 
important  jewellery  which  comes  to 
sale  in  Australia  represents  very  good 
buying  and  will  stand  the  test  of  time, 
especially  with  Aslan  interest.  Late 
1 8th  century  furniture  also  represents 
good  buying  in  Australia  with  a 
continuing  demand  for  fine  pieces 
of  mahogany,  oak  and  walnut 
internationally.  Trends  in  American 
buying  taste  would  suggest  that  this 
area  should  be  looked  at  seriously 
within  Australia  \A^ere  many  Important 
pieces  reside  and  come  to  auction  sale. 

10.  The  two  most  important 
factors  in  investing  for  the 
future  are? 

1.  Develop  one's  own  expertise  and 
then  trust  it. 

2.  Buy  the  best  pieces  on  offer  for 
these  will  always  be  the  most  re¬ 
saleable.
